EVIDENCE OP HIS GUILT 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The dispatch 


published in the Globe-Democrat on 
Monday last, from New York, atmounc 
ing the discovery of the forger of th< 
alleged Grrfield Chinese letter, wat 
just three days in advance of the New 
York morning dailies. 
Up to the hour 


of sending this dispatch Philp's name 
has not been mentioned by any of them 
The facts then telegraphed arc in thi 
main correct. 


Philp was arrested to-day in Brook 


lyn by Sergeant Stewart, of the Twen 
ty-ninth Precinct, on a warrant issuet 
by Judge Noah Davis, of the supreme 
court, on complaint of George Bliss 
barging him with malicious libel. 
E 


W. Stoughton, George Bliss, and Johi 
I. Davenport have been collecting evi 
dence since Saturday last,and they wer 
nobly aided in their efforts by Col. Lon 
organ, formerly of St. Louis, who is now 
in the private detective business here 
Pbilp was taken to police headquarter 
in New York, and was afterwards con 
ducted to the district attorney's office 
where he was met by Assistant Distric 
Attorney Bell. Judge Davis was no 
in his chambers, and an hour's delay en 
sued. 
In the meantime Gen. Roger A 


I'ryor and ex-Judge Veeder, of Brook 


lyn, 
put in appearance, and claimed t

I'hilp's counsel.

Paine says h 
has been shown a photographic copy o 
the Chinese letter and two letters writte 
by Giirticld, and that [on careful exam, 
nation he finds that the Chinese iette 
was not written or signed by the ban 
which wrote and signed the othdf two. 1 
is quite apparent to chiiu that an attemp 
had been made ou (he purl of the write 
of the Chinese letter to simulate th 
writing and signature of the other two 
but with sucli indifferent success that th 
characteristic features of his own seripi 
so Jthoroughly pervade It as to|giveiti 
general appearance widely different frou 
that of the two genuine letters - 
His allidavit concludes in these woidt 
"Deponent further says he has also coin 
pared tho letter of January 2«, 18KO ail 
dressed to H. L. Morey, with sundry pa 
per writings described as follows- A re 
eeipt signed Kenward Philp, a letter wrii 
ten in pencil and signed l£. Philp. All 
but the lower line of writing upon a sheet 
of white paper headed, 'Amusements for 
this evening,' and eight sheets of the edi 
tor's manuscript, and that he finds thai 
the said letter and the said paper writings 
tiave bee written by one and the same 
hand." Another expert in handwritinc 
Albert F. Southworth, of Boston, who ha? 
had more than twenty years' experience 
next makes affidavit. He says that he 
las examined several letters written by 
iarfield, and the photographic copy of 
the Chinese letter, and that he finds such 
marked characteristics and substantial 
differences between the original letters 
and the photographic copy that he has no 
hesitation in declaring that the originals 
and the original of the photographic copy 
were not written by the same person. He 
ilso made a thorough examination of

Those of our citizens who risk their 


lives on the railroad trains will be inter- 
ested ia the following record of railway 
accidents in the United States, which oc- 
curred during last September. 


During the month there was a total of 


124 accidents, whereby 16 persons were 
killed and 64 injured. Eleven accidents 
caused the death of one or more persons; 
22 caused injnry but not death, while in 
no less than 93 or 73 6 per cent of the 
whole number there appears to have been 
no injury to persons serious enough for 
record 
As compared with September, 


1879, there was an increase of 48 acci- 
dents; of 7 in the number killed, and of 7 
also in that injured. Eleven collisions 
were caused by trains breaking in two; 
7 by mistakes in giving and receiving or- 
ders; 8 by misplaced switches; no less 
than 3 by runaway engines; one each by 
cars run out of a siding and by a flying 
switch. A general classification shows 82 
accidents caused by defect or failure of 
road equipment; one directly by the ele- 
ments; 5 by unforseen or accidental ob- 
structions;49 may be set down to careless- 
ness or defects in management; 4 were 
maliciously caused, and 33 are unex- 
plained. As to time, 72 happened in day- 
light and 40 in darkness, while ia 12 cas- 
es the time of day is not definitely fixed.
